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AMATEUR RADIO OPERATIONS AT 
NATIONAL HURRICANE CENTER 
By Julio Ripoll, WD43NS 

On Sunday, August 3, 1980 Miami was having a nice sunny clear 
day, but elsewhere in the Caribbean a tropical storm named Allen 
had turned into a hurricane destined to kill over 90 people and 
cause heavy damage to the islands of St. Lucia, Haiti, Jamaica, and 
end up in Texas. 

Shortly after Allen had become a hurricane the official Amateur 
Radio Station at the National Hurricane Center was activated by 
Dade County E.C. Andy Clark W4IYT. The equipment that was 
provided by the University of Miami Amateur Radio Society was 
promptly in place and operating sending the latest hurricane ad- 
visories to the affected areas on the Hurricane net, “14.325 mhz,” 
and receiving weather reports from the islands for use by the 
forcasters. 

The station was in operation approximately 130 manned hours. 
During those hours many messages were logged. For example when 
Hurricane Allen passed over St. Lucia Island, we were the only link 
between NHC and their weather bureau. Throughout that night 
Ham Robinson W4ZR relayed important weather information from 
80 meters to NHC over 2 meters. Also the first reports of the 
damage caused by Allen, which gave NHC forcasters first hand 
information on the strength of Allen, were received at NHC. 

Weather information was also received from remote locations in 
the affected area, such as; Jamaica, Haiti, Cuba, Caymans 
Cozumel, Cancum, Yucatan, and many marine mobiles. In all we 
handled 90 radiograms and logged 20 pages for NHC from. the 
affected area. 

One important QSO happened when the Brownsville Weather 
Center lost all power and had communications problems with 
NHC. At that time Dr. Joseph Pelissier, Hurricane Forecaster 
NHC, spoke with Dr. Richard Hagen, Director of. Brownsville 
Weather Center, who also ‘had a ham radio station on emergency 
power. They discussed the strange behavior of Allen’s eye and why 
it had stalled for 2 hours just off the Texas coast. Many other 
important QSO’s occurred too numerous to mention. 

The operation of this station was not only vital for the Caribbean 
Islands to get the latest information, but it helped here at home 
also, by bringing the local ham community together behind a 
purpose and got more PR than ever before, acknowledging the 
value of Ham Radio and giving us a good reputation. 

Some of the PR we got was from TV Channels 4, 6, 7, 103251, 
NBC National, Time Magazine, Miami Herald, Miami News, 
WPLN, WLRN, WNWS, WGBS and others. 

All of the forecasters expressed their gratitude to us.for our 
operations which they rated A+. Dr, Neil Frank, Director of NHC

It seems to me that the amateurs join 
together and if they know of anyone violating the rules to report them to the FCC and 
be willing to appear against the violators if neccessary. We have been gentlemen long 
enough not wanting to take action of this kind.

Vertical Antennas DX with WAMB 

Among the DX stations I work, the Vertical is the second most 
popular antenna. The Major reason for this popularity is lack of 
space, and appearance. A vertical may be the only possible an- 
tenna. 

In the USA, the Vertical is not nearly so popular for HF DX — the 
usual charge is that it works equally poorly in all directions. But it 
is used, even though it doesn’t discriminate against QRM. Its 
especially useful for nets. A trap vertical is the easy way to go. 

At MF, where size is a problem, the Vertical is far more popular. 
And, of course, on VHF the vertical is universal for mobiles, even 
though ignition noise is mostly vertically polarized. 

A good many vertical antennas must be short, that is, less than a 
quarter wave length high. For these, there is‘a dominant factor to 
consider, one which is more important than exact height, method of 
construction or feed. This is the ground, or specifically, the ground 
resistance. It must be low. A single pipe ground may have a 
resistance of 50 obms. Used with a half-ohm antenna, ninety per- 
cent of the power is wasted — four S-units loss. 

The ground must be good. A large sheet of metal is ideal (a 
mobile home roof?). Or use many radials — 16 to 64, at least; more 
would be better. See the articles in QST. 

With the ground resistance lowered, we can look at the next 
problem, the need to cancel the reactance. This takes a loading 
coil. Its loss is also a waste. So we want the antenna reactance to be 
low. Large diameter helps, as does a top hat, and center or top 
loading. A tower isn’t at all bad — it has a large effective diameter, 
and the beam is-automatically a top loading element. 

Special verticals can be insulated from ground, and center fed. A 
useful trick is to cancel the reactance, measure the resistance, then 
use a 2:1 or 3:1 transformer to bring this to a reasonable feed value. 
See the handbooks for various matching networks. 

Towers can’t use this method easily. For these, the best approach 
is a gamma match. Put a tube some 10 to 20 feet long about 4 inches 
from one leg, add a movable jumper strap to the leg, and adjust a

series capacitor for zero reactance. If it doesn’t want to come to 50 
ohms, try for 12.5, and use a transformer. 
Separate gamma matches can be added for other bands. Its no 


problem to get set for night time winter DX on 40, 80 or even 160 
meters. 


Just don’t forget the radials.
